LONDON, Novy, 5.—The premier of 
Great Britain, Right Hon, Ramsay 
MacDonald, making an eagerly await- 
ed statement in the House of Com- 
mons today upon his recent trip to 
ihe United States, expressed thanks to 
President Heover, the cabinet, the 
enate and representatives’for the wel- 
come they gave him, 

They showed the best kid, of 
triendship, he said, by the candcr with 
which they exchanged views and the 
straightforwardness with which they 
valsed and discussed questions of delic- 
acy, 

Mr, MacDonald remarked he would 
Nave lltle to add to what had been 
printed in the press. His discussion 
with Premier Mackenzie King of 
Canada had been only. provisional. 

Although he had had to raise some 
questions that might easily have been 
presented to the public in such a way 
as to reawaken old prejudices, from 
beginning to end he had found no- 
thing but thoughtful fairness and a 
desire to co-operate and to place fact:

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TWO KILLED 
IN MONTREAY, 
PLANE SMASH 


Believed Plane Went Into 
Tail Spin—Weather 
Unfavorable

MONTREAL. Noy, 5,—Pilot Officer 
Paul Garton ieanicy, 23, of Toronto. 
and Flying Officer John L. MceLaugh- 
lin, 35, of Montreal, were almost in- 
stuntly killed Monday afternoon, when 
a Canadian Vickers Vedette seaplane 
which they were testing for the Cana- 
dian government crashed in a field 
hear Sault Aux Recollets, The plane 
buried its nose in the soft surface of 
the field and by the time the two atr- 
men were released they Were dead, 
crushed in the .wreckage, McLaugh- 
lin was a test inspector and Stanley 
was flying the seaplane, They had 
made a previous test flight early in 
the day, but the weather conditions 
were not suitable for flying and a 
second flight was attempted Monday 
aflernoon. It was believed that the 
machine had gone into a spin at a 
time when, owing to the low cefling, 
the pilot was unable to recover before 
reaching the ground, 

Spectators stated that shortly be- 
fore the plane crashed one of the men 
was seen on a wing with a partly- 
opened parachute, but that he return- 
ed to the cabin of the machine, When 
the bodies were recovered, one was 
entangled in the folds of a parachute. 

The body of Stanley was identified 
by W. A. Ayerst, his uncle, Stanley 
had about two yeurs of flying experi- 
ence, it was stated, and was a mem- 
ber of the Toronto Flying Club, 

Flying Officer McLaughlin was mar- 
ried and ts suivived by his widow and 
two children, It is understood that 
he wag @ native of England but came 
to Canada after the war and joined 
the Royal Air Force inspection de- 
partment of Vancouver, later coming 
to the Canadian Vickers Aeroplane 
factory here,

OTTAWA, Ont,, Nov, 5.—From the 
far north last night came five radio 
messages from members of the Me- 
Alpine exploration party assuring 
loved ones in Canada that they are 
safe and well at Cambridge Bay 
within the Arctic circle, The messages 
further dispelled anxiety over 
safety of the seven exploring airmen 
who have been lost for the past two 
months in a region about 1200 miles 
north of Winnipeg. 

Commander ©, P, Edwards of the 
radio branch of the department ol 
marine and fisheries, stated the mes- 
sages were all personal and private 
ones, It was learned that members of 
the exploration party were all well, al 
though Col, McAlpine had lost 40 
pounds in weight, Experts here stated 
this would indicate either a shortage 
of food or very strenuous exercise in 
seeking to get in touch with clviliza- 
tion, 

TOONTO, Ont., Nov, 5,—Officlals of 
the Dominion Explorers Limited were 
able to reconstruct the adventures of 
the exploration party lost for two 
months in Canada's northland from 
the brief despatches received here 
from the party headed by Col, 0, D 
H. McAlpine, now safe at Cambridge 
Bay, 

Adventures of Party 

As described by them, the adven- 
tures of the party may be summarized 
as follows: 

The party under Col, McAlpine left 
Baker Lake on Sept, 8 for Bathurst 
Inlet, on the Arctic shore, after fly- 
ing north from Winnipeg. ; 

The same night, a hajt of the ex- 
pedition’s two planes was made at 
Beyerley Lake, halfway point on their 
projected 500 miles journey, At Bev- 
erley the party waited for more than 
a day walling for the weather to clear 
and hopped off again on September 
10.

“Much as I admire and respect the 
contribution which the African ctvil 
services are making,” General Smuts 
said, “I have no hesitation in saying 
that neither separately or together are

“The Christian missionary after a 
century of ceaseless effort, has not yet 
sueceeded in making any deep im- 
pression on Africa, compared to the 
enormous progress und still rapid 
spread of Mohammedanism, 

“The true ruler of Africa today, as 
he has been for a thousand years in 
the past, Is the medicine man and the 
only man to fight him effectively is 
the scientific medicine man, 

“Tt is a matter for congratulation 
that our Christian missions are de- 
veloping their medical service,” Gen-

SEEK ENTRY 
TO DOMINION 


1,000 Families Eager to 
Find Refuge Here From 
Russia

NEW YORK, Nov. 5,—-The follow- 
ing wireless from Kiel, Germany, i 
published’ in today’s carly edition of 
the New York ‘Times: 

“Pifty-three peasant families, com- 
prising 323 persons, whose ancestors 
migrated from Germany to Russia 
under Catherine the Great, and who 
together with about 5,000 other peas- 
ants, desire to migrate to Canada, ar- 
rived here today aboard the Soviel 
steamer Felix Deershinski, without 
money or food, 

“According to thelr own statement 
they were searched bodily before sail- 
ing and deprived of all money and 
food, 

“it 


is rumored the Canadian gov- 
ernment jas already agreed to pay 
for their transportation to Canada 
and to provide the peasants with agri- 
cultural tools and other neenssities,” 

OTTAWA, Nov. 5.-It ts learned 
that the department of immigration 
and colonization ts confronted with a 
proposal to admit approximately one 
thousand Mennonite agricultural 
families, representing about five thou- 
sand souls who have arrived at Mos- 
cow after having been dispossessed of 
their farms in Siberia, So far as is 
known these ‘families are without 
funds or friends in Russia, They have 
heard of the opportunities awaiting 
agricultural settlers in Canada and 
are, eager to find refuge in this coun- 
try. 
It is understood that the department 
has been asked to allow these people 
to join fellow Mennonites, principally 
in western Canada, who may be will- 
ing to open their homes and ae them 
refuge until next spring when they 
will be able to find employment on 
lend, ‘This action is urged not Only 
on humanitarian grounds, but  be- 
cause the families concerned are bona 
fide ugriculturists, law-abiding, well- 
behaved and although disposed to 
setile in groups are by no means com- 
munists, The good record of the great 
PAprily of Mennonites already settled 
in Canada, is urged in their behalf, 

Immigration officials interviewed

Eight trail-tracked explorers, lost for 
two months on the ice-locked fringe 
of the Arctic circle were safe last 
night. They smoked and chatted at 
Cambridge Bay, an isolated trading 
post on ” bea gh Island, off the north- 
of Canada 

Rescue of Col. C, D. H. McAlpine, 
president of Dominion Explorers and 
his seven companions is the last 
chapter of an epic of the barrens—a 
tale of human bravery conquering 
finally in a battle against the frozen 
Arctic, Fully a score of pilots, dur- 
ing six anxious weeks, dared death in 
® scanning search over the rock and 
tundra stretches of the North-West 
Territories. 

During the last three weeks since 
the freeze-up, onus of the man-hunt 
has developed on a quartet of roaring 
skii-fitted planes, sweeping along the 
north coast of Canada, But—while 
the speeding aircraft zoomed over the 
barrens--a party of friendly Eskimos, 
“mushing” their husky-teams over 
the ice, discovered the McAlpine men 
and conveyed them over the sea ice 
to safety. 

Late reports Monday picked up by 
the radio branch of the department 
of marine and fisheries at Ot.awa, 
told of the McAlpine seaplanes hav- 
ing landed in the water off Melbourne 
Island, midway between the mainland 
of Canada and Cambridge Bay, where | 
they are resting Both planes are! 
reported safe and ready to proceed as

The volume of trade and range of 
prices wes regurded by opcrators as 
normal con‘rasted with behavior of 
the market last week, when afier a 
wild selling stampede on Tuesday in 
which 16,140,030 shares were dumped, 
the market came back sharply in a 
three-hour session ‘Thursday, with 
gains up to 36 points and a total of 
7,149,390 shares. 

For the first day since October 24, 
the beginning of the big slump, the 
ticker was able to keep close to the 
market, It closed 30 minutes after 
the last sale, 

Curtalled sessions from 10 a.m, to 
1 pan, tomorrow, Thursday and Fri- 
day, with complete suspension of 
business Saturday has been ordered 
by the board of governors of the sfock 
exchange and officials of the curb 
exchange in a further effort to per- 
mit brokerage houses to catch up with 
the bookkeeping entailed by the tre- 
mendous volume of trade last week. 

The collapse of security prices last 
week was the reason given in a peti- 
tion for wm receivership filed in - 
eral court yesterday against the Bank- 
ers’ Capital corporation, a Wall Stree 
investment trust company.

Gas Exhausted 

Dusk was falling across the north- 
ern seas as the gas supply of the two 
planes became exhausted. A success- 
ful landing was made on the water 
and with the grcatest of effort the 
pontoon equipped planes were pro- 
pelled ashore and pulled up on the 
andy beach. 

That night the explorers erected a 
rude shelter about their planes, built a 
fire on the beach, and ate their first 
meal in the wilderness, 

It was a meal of canned and dried 
food carried on the planes, such a 
meal as was to be the lot of the 
parogned men for many days follow- 
ing. 

The elght were lulled to sleep that 
night by the waves which lapped the 
Arctic shore upon which they slept. A 
fitful sleep, it was, but welcome after 
the tiring adventure of the day 

With dawn, this was September 11 
the men were up and about the task 
of finding a way back to civilization. 

For days, it seems, they scouted for 
miles in all directions, but found not a 
sign of human habitation. 

Attracted by their beach fire which 
burned night and day, three wander- 
ing Eskimos, nomads of the north 
came at length upon the rude camp of 
the lost explorers, 

In the Pidgin English of the Arctic 
people, the white men and the copper 
ckinned natives, talked long that 
night. The bewhiskered aviators were 
overjoyed at finding someone who 
might direct them out of the bewilder- 
ing north, 

The Eskimos weie surprised to see 
whites so far off the beaten path and 
eyed the two stranded planes with 
curlousity, 

An understanding was reached and 
the Eskimos agreed to lead the be- 
cagured airmen, 

McAlpine and his men, they learn- 
d from the natives, had come down 
at @ point west of the mouth of the 
Ellice river and more than 150 miles 
northwest of their destination. They 
apparently had mistaken the Ellice for 
the western river and had followed 11 
northward to the ocean, | 

Along the shores of Queen Maud 
Gulf and to a point fust opposite 
Cambridge Bay, the oxplorers were 


| taken by their guides. 


Only such a food as they would ab- 
solutely need was removed from the 
planes and carried in pack sacks on 
the overland journey. 

The gulf, which separates Victoria 
Island from the mainland, was not en- 
tirely frozen over, and camp was made 
for several days on the shore until 
the fice was heavy enough to support 
the party of eléven.

WINNIPEG TO 
CROYDON AIR 


Trans-Atlantic Shuttle Ser- 
vice May be Accom- 
plished in Future

OTTAWA, Nov, 5.—Devails of th 
projecied trans-Atlantic air service 
from Canada to England, via Gieen- 
land, are contained tn information 
received by the civil aviation branch 
of the department of national de- 
fence. 

The scheme, which calls for an 
laborate outlay of airports and radic 
beacons from Winnpeg to Baker Lake 
and from Baker Lake to Cape Dyer 
in Canada, is advanced by Warren 
Scholl, a consulting engineer from 
Chicago, who is now staying in Win- 
nipeg. 

Mr. Scholl is seeking to promote the 
scheme, which calls for a daily service 
between Chicago and Croydon, using 
Winnipeg as the main stopping point 
on this continent. He plans to oper- 
ate a shuttle service between New 
York and Winnipeg as well as between 
the western city and other important 
population centres, 

From Cape 
planes should fly to southern Green- 
land, where an alrport would be es- 
tablished on the level surface of the 
ice cap. From Greenland planes 
would fly to Iceland, to the Paroe Is- 
lands and over Ireland to Croydon. 

To Organize Companies 

Mr, Schol! is seeking to organize 
three separate companies, one in the 
United States, one in Canada, and the 
third in Great Britain, which would 
bear the cost of the whole scheme be- 
tween them.

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SALT FROM SPAIN! 


Albertans ought to be interested in the 
news that a cargo of salt landed the other 
day at Vancouver from Spain. The ship- 
ment amounted to 3,525 tons. It is one 
of two large cargoes which are being sent 
to Vancouver as an experiment. Should 
a satisfactory mar et be found, the inten- 
tion is to develop a regular import busi-' 
ness from the same source. 

With salt deposits in the Fort McMur- 
vay district of a magnitude that has not 
been computed, and of excellent quality, 
the idea of western Canada importing salt 
from Spain is incongruous. And if Van- 
couver is to import salt by the shipload, 
it is clear enough that this is intended for 
sale in the prairie market, since British 
Columbia cannot require any such quanti- 
ties, It is time to do something to get the 
development of Alberta’s salt + deposits 
going again. 


MORE WIRELESS STATIONS 


The public can somewhat appreciate 
the relief which came to relatives of the 
missing men when a brief radio message 
relayed from Churchill announced that 
the McAlpine party are safe and well at 
the Mounted Police post at Cambridge 
Bay. For weeks newspaper readers in all 
parts of Canada have watched with keen 
nterest and deepening anxiety the heroic 
efforts which were being made to learn 
the fate of the vanished explorers. It is an 
unexpectedly happy turn of events that, 
while the fear has been growing that they 
had perished in the barren lands, the 
missing party are safely established at the 
police and trading post on Victoria Island. 

The wireless has again justified itself, 
in promptly telling the outside world of 
the arrival of the party at Cambridge Bay, 
putting an end to the agony of relatives, 
and terminating the search in which brave 
men have been risking their lives. One 
moral is that the Dominion Government 
and private corporations interested in 
northern development should adopt a cour 
ageous policy in extending wireless ser- 
vice throughout the remote northern re- 
gions. There should be a wireless sending 
Station at every isolated post of the 
Mounted Police throughout the arctics and 
sub-arctics of Canada. 


THE BIGGEST SURPLUS YET 

The taxpayers of the province will 
learn with satisfaction that the Provincial 
Government closed the fiscal year ending 
last March with the largest surplus that 
has been recorded since the province came 
into existence. Revenue for the period ex- 
ceeded expenditure by the amount of $1,- 
578,823. The largest previous surplus was 
that of the preceding year, $495,743. Last 
year’s balance was thus upwards of four 
times that of any former year. 

This outcome is the more remarkable 
in that the Provincial Treasurer had esti- 
mated at the beginning of the year a 
modest surplus of $11,354. The income 
poured into the treasury in a volume 
which simply swamped his calculations, 
totalling nearly two million dollars more 
than the Minister had counted on, and 
leaving .the splendid surplus indicated 
atter providing for an actual expenditure 
$424,000 larger than the estimates. 

It is interesting to note some particu- 
lars in which the Minister in his Breseet 
fell notably short of the gain in revenue. 
Income from the following sources exceed- 
ed the estimates by the amounts shown; 


gasoline tax, $456,627; amusement tax, 
$60,802; auto licenses, $626,472; land 


titles act, $187,553; fines $40,435; liquor 
profits, $643,785. 

The big items in the revenue account 
were the subsidy from the Dominion Gov- 
ernment, amounting to $2,497,808; pro- 
ceeds trom the supplementary revenue 
tax, $1,166,099; gasoline tax, $1,306,627: 
automobile licenses, $2,124,972; liquor pro- 
fits, $2,893,785. The latter three alone ac- 
count for more than six million dollars, 
out of a total revenue of fifteen and a 
quarter millions, From these three sources 
alone, well over one-third of the total pro- 
vincial income came from the taxation of 
what are essentially luxuries, 

Congratulations are due to the public 
on this showing that the present measures 
of taxation are more than ample for the 
requirements and would justify a more 
liberal scale of expenditure in the making 
of roads, the support of schools, and other 
services of essential character. They are 
also due to the Provincial Treasurer, in

It is undoubtedly true that all

cine or its equivalent are today lying about us, 
Will these raw materials be used to build a system 
of state medicine or will the medical profession dis- 
play enough statesmanship to take the leadership in 


mecting the needs that will otherwise force state 
medicine? 

Here is a question that calls for sincere and sus- 
tained thinking by doctors everywhere H 

As a general principle, I dislike to see any activity 
fall into the hands of the government—whether it be 
an activity of business or labor or agriculture or the 
professions—if such activity can be administered 
equally well or better by the trade or profession to 
which the activity logically belongs 

Society forever faces the dilemma of choice be- 
tween an inner and an outer control of its fundamen- 
tal services 

I prefer inner control, not because I am a reac- 
tionary who grows hydrophobic at the mere suggestion 
of government-control, for I have rarely been ac- 
cused of that, but because, as society becomes in- 
creasingly complex and technical, the man on the 
job should be better equipped for the job than the 
man on the sidelines, It is, I think, an intelligently 
progressive policy to say that we shall consider gov- 
ernment-control of any given fundamental service 
only when inner control breaks down or plays truant 
to its responsibility 

State medicine will not come, in my judgment, if 
doctors generally display in the years ahead adequate 
sensitiveness to social values and adequate statesman- 
ship in meeting social needs which, in matters of 
diseases and death, now present such a serious prob- 
lem to individual workers, to industries, to insurance 
companies, and the like, 

The doctors must excel industries, insurance com- 
panies, and governments in their zeal for preventive 
medicine; they must humanize the science of the 
study of disease, linking the learning of the laboratory 
ever more closely to the iife of mankind, and the pro- 
fession everywhere must consistently distinguish be- 
tween Hippocratic ethics and hypocritic etiquette in 
matters professional

In analyzing the flours, it is found 
that the amount of mineral matter 
aod protein is somewhat higher in the 
whole-wheat flour than in white 
flour, There are some people, how- 
ever, who find that whole-wheat flour 
is more difficult to digest. What is 
commonly sold in many stores as 
whole-wheat flour is not really whole- 
wheat, but a mixture of 60 to 40 of} 
the dark and white flours, Whenever 
white flour is used it should be in 
addit#® to non-starchy vegetables, as 
spinach, to provide roughage. 

To obtain the pure whole-wheat, it} 
is usually necessary to go to a health 
food store and ask for the entire 
wheat flour. Many people ask fcr the 
white flour because they associate fhe 
whiteness with purity and cleanliness. | 
The millers have encouraged this be- 
lief, as the removal of the bran and 
heart from the wheat helps in store 
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age because it prevents the invasion 
by worms, 

The fact that for thousands of years 
the flour which was sifted looked dirty 
has taught the population that it was 
a good idea to buy flour that is white 
so that one can tel at a glance whe- 
ther it is clean or not, Within the 
last few years this belief has changed, 
however, and it is estimated that most 


bakers manufacture an equal amount 
of whole-wheat bread or perhaps more 
loaves than made from white flour,

It may appear in a low-grade indi- 
vidual, one weak in many ways, in in- 
telliyence as well. A servant girl who 
‘borrowed” her mistre © dresses to go 
to a party and took stitches in them 
to make them fit better, and then re- 
turned them to the wardrobe may stil! 
have been stealing. When she took 
cheap jewelry from a counter, she was 
still partly resno~elble. When the habit 
grew and when it was found that she 
had other hysterical r-~ptoms it be- 
came doubtful 

There are any number of cases, in 
girls particularly, for they are more 
subject to hysteria, in which a sex- 
shock or indulgence, or just undue sex 
excitement, reacts in an episode of 
stealing. High-grade individuals may 
show kleptomania as almost an isolat- 
ed symptom of hysterla, They may 
steal useless things and pay no atten- 
tion to them after they get them, The 
ordinary motives do not apply; many 
kleptomaniacs can well afford to buy 
whatever they want 

Stealing in this case ts plainly a 
symptom of an abnormal condition; 
how ebnormal one cannot say, Klepto- 
mania is an episode in youth; It may 
be repeated; it occur once and never 
again, When repeated and associated 
with other neuretic symptoms the 
diagnosis is clear 

As to cure that depends on the de- 
tails of the case, You don't cure the 
symptom, you improve the general 
condition of the patient by all means 
at hand, The change in the entire 
mode of life is helpful; mony a klep- 
tomaniac will steal in one surround- 
ing, not in another, It is by no means 
a hopeless conditoin; wise care and 
precautions will diminish the ten- 
dency, so will removal of the tempta- 
tion, Responsibility remains a matter 
of degree. The management of klep- 
tomania consists in so arranging the 
environment and the patient's relation 
to it that this tvpe of beha’ ‘or just 
falls out of the picture. The tempta- 
tion is more and more e y 
then ceases to be one,

Telis Clubmen of Canada’s 
Status in British 


. 
Empire 

What the spectacie and example of 
the British Empire must mean to out- 
side nations Was described in glowing 
language by the Hon .Chas, Stewart, 
Minister of the Interlor, when ad- 
dressing the members of the Gyro 
Club at their noon meeting today 
He pointed to the wonderful picture 
it made up of a group of nations, goy- 
erning themselves, yet banded = to- 
gether in an entity of mutual under- 
standing and respect. 

In his preliminary remarks Mr 
Stewart alluded to the pleasure it gave 
his to speak in what, he termed, was 
his home town and among those with 
whom he had worked in a political 
way for some twelve years. The 
Speaker remarked that in this connec- 
tion next March would see the com- 
pletion of twenty-one years which he 
had spent in public service. 

In respect to his subject, “The Evo- 
lution of Canada's Status Within the 
Empire,” the Minister sald*there was 
no question in the minds of Cana- 
dians as to the desirability of rematin- 
ing in the Empire, 

Traces Growth 

He then traced the growth of Can- 
ada’s present status from the time 
when, during the War, the Canadian 
ministers were called into consulta- 
tion with the British government 
From these conferences grew a better 
understandnig between the British 
government and the Dominion repre- 
sentatives. Bit by bit Canada has 
added to her responsibilities, until to- 
day the British government takes no 
important step in regard to outside af- 
fairs without the opinion of the Cana- 
dian government. There j* a sort of 
understanding that matters that ap- 
ply to Dominion affairs shall be set- 
tled by the Dominions themselves, but 
in all things the Dominions are kept 
informed, Personally he considered 
that the Dominion government had 
taken a wise step in agreeing to the 
present arrangement. 

One of the most impo 
taken by Canada was the sending of 
her direct representatives to the 
United States and more recently to 
Javan. It gives them direct touch 
with these countries, instead of com 
munication being established, ws pre- 
viously, through the British govern- 
ment.

‘Labor Bill Provides for 
Children’s Allowance up 
to Age 16

LONDON, Nov, 5. — Great Britain 
has the most comprenensive scheme of 
social insurance in the whole world 
The state insures its citizens of the 


wage-earning class against sickness, 
unemployment, widowhood and old 
age. These benefits are so much 


valued that they have been a factor 
in making the people of the old coun- 
try less willing than they used to be 
to take the chances of emigrating 
and starting a new life in the Do- 
minions, 

Two rival principles have deter- 
mined the development of social in- 
surance and pension in Britain, The 
Conservative party has siood for the 
contributory principle, namely, that 
those who are to receive pensions in 
old age, unemployment and sickness, 
should qualify for them by paying in- 
surance contributions while they are 
in employment and are under the 
pensionable age. The Labor party has 
contributory scheme, at least as re- 
gards old age and widows’ pensions 

The first great Old Age Pensions 
act was passed some twenty years ago 
by a Liberal government, and was on 
@& non-contributory basis, Weekly 
pensions were payable to persons over 
70 years of age when their incomes 
from other sources were nil, or very 
small 

Were Dependent 

The Conservative government 
1925 originated pensions for 
and old age pensions at 65, but these 
were dependent upon contr.butions 
made to an insuraace scheme. The 
pension for widows was 10 shillings 
per week, plus 5 shillings for the eld- 
est, and 3 shillings for each other 
child, Pensions were payable to 
widows whose husbands had been “in- 
sured persons” for ab least two years 
before they died. 

The 1925 act applied only to those 
who became widows after January 
4th, 1926. A great economic differ- 
ence was thus created between those 
who were widows before that date and 
those who received the benefit of the 
act. The difference might be defend- 
ed theoretically by invoking the con- 
tributory principle, but, tn practice, 
the hundreds of thousands of widows

inequitably treated, and their resent- 
ment against the government of the 
day undoubtedly had a great deal to 
do with the Conservative defeat at 
the general election, The new Labor 
bill gives pensions to 600,000 widows 
in addition to those already quali- 
fled. About half of the 600,000 are 
now over 65 years of age 

The Labor bill provides that the al- 
lowances for children be payable up 
to the age of 16, instead of 14 

The Labor bill makes the innova- 
tion that old age and widows’ pensions 
under the contributory scheme-—and 
ali widows’ pensions are con\ributory

sons who may emigrate to any part of 
the empire, Insured persons who em!- 
grate may keep themselves qualified 
for old age and widows’ pensions by 
contributing their contributions, which

EDMONTON STOCKYARDS, Noy, 4) 
(Report from Wadinonton Stockyards | 
for the Month of October)-——Total re- 
celpts for the month of October at 
the Edmonton Stockyards consisted of 
8,963 cattle, 2,030 acives, 12,008 hogs 
aand 3,255 sheep. Comparing these 
figures to those of October of last 
year, there is a decrease of some 659 
cattle and an increase of 333 calves, 
6,162 hogs and 1,098 sheep, 

Yor the first ten days of the month 
the market was decidedly an indiffer- | 
ent affair, buyers were not at, all) 
keen in thelr demands and_ trading, 
generally, wag draggy and slow, But 
during the second and third weeks a! 
noticeable improvement 
enced, when buyers became keener 
in thelr demands, were bidding very 
freely and were not so close in their 
grading, particularly on the better 
grades of butcher cows and helfers, 
However, another slowing-up was ex- 
perienced towards the close of the 
month, when buyers were again bear- 
ish in their attitude and indifferant 
in their wants. 

Prices during the second and third 
weeks were from 25c to 50¢ higher as 
compared to the beginning of the 
month, but the bulk of this was 
again lost in the last four days at 
the close, 

During the bulk of the month really 
choice baby beef sold readily at $8 
to $8.50, odd ones making up to $9, 
and this is true of both steers and 
heifers.

Premier Tells Inside Story 
of Employment of 
Thornton

Mr, Thomas and Mr. King had been 
friends for many years and knew of 
euch others interests tn industrial af- 
fairs, « 

Mr, Thomas wrole Mr. King a@ Iet- 
ter, strongly recomnfending Sir Henry 
Thornton, Whom he had seen a great 
deal of, because My, Thomas was then | 
connected with a labor organization. | 
Mr, Thomas wrote that he knew of no 
man s0 fair as between employes and 
management, If he were engaged. | 
Canada would get not only a man of | 
wide experience and fair to his em- | 
ployes, but also a man with great 
abilities to make the different groups 
co-operate, 

As @ result of this letter, enquiries | 
Sir Henry finally invited | 
to Ottawa, and became president of 
the Canadian National Railways, “If
